In our editorial last Thurs- 


day, June 8, advocating re- 
election of U.S. Senator John L. 
McClellan in the Democratic 
runoff we suggested: 


"A senatorial election, 


unlike any other campaign, 
makes it advisable for the 
voter to consider top-level 
strategy rather than personal 
preference . . . Arkansas has 
McClellan 
with 
all 
the 


committee power acquired in 
30 years' service; Fulbright 
with 28 years' seniority . . . 
and in the House Wilbur D. 
Mills, chairman of the Ways 
& Means Committee, the 
most powerful single unit in 
American government." 
There were other issues in the 


campaign but this, I believe, 
was the one Arkansas voters 
had uppermost in their minds 
when they re nominated Mc- 
Clellan on Tuesday for his sixth 
term in the Senate. 


Other factors 
were Big 


Labor's endorsement of young 
David 
Pryor, 
and 
the 


problematical effect of the 
McClellan-Pryor 
television 


debate. On Monday, June 12, 
election eve, l gave my ob- 
jective opinion, as an ex-college 
debater, 
that 
McClellan 


clobbered Pryor. The election 
returns seem to support this 
judgment. 


On the other hand Pryor had 


voluntarily hung around his 
neck the millstone of Big 
Labor's endorsement. Once 
before this same factor entered 
into 
a 
Senate 
election— 


McClellan's closest call up to 
the present one. In 1954 former 
Governor Sid McMath, a Labor 
attorney, challenged McClellan 
for the Senate but was defeated. 


Some observers pointed out in 


the runoff campaign that no 
incumbent 
who managed a 


plurality but failed 
of a 


majority in the preferential 
primary ever won in the runoff. 


On the other hand the record 


shows

candidate ever won for top-

office 
in Arkansas. 


Yesterday McClellan over- 
turned the first precedent and 
reinforced the second.

Bombers fly record VN strike

SAIGON (AP) — American 


fighter-bombers flew a record 
340 strikes against North Viet- 
nam on Tuesday and blasted at 


least 
nine 
more 
railroad 


bridges, including four on the 
northwest line to China and 
three between Hanoi and Hai- 
phong, the U.S. Command said 
today. 


It was the largest number of 


strikes in one day since the re- 
sumption two months ago of 
daily intensified bombing to 
paralyze North Vietnam's sup- 
ply and communications lines. 


The closest of the bridges to 


China was 45 miles from the 
border. Peking charged that 
raids earlier this week within 
25 miles of the border threat- 
ened China's security and were 
"grave provocations against 
the Chinese people." 


Only one B52 mission over 


North Vietnam was reported to- 
day, a three-plane raid on sup- 
ply dumps 20 miles northwest 
of Dong Hoi. But the big bomb- 
ers pounded North Vietnamese 
troop concentrations and stag- 
ing areas along South Viet- 
nam's western 
border 
with 


I-aos and Cambodia. 


About 20 of the giant bombers 


dropped 500 tons of explsoives 
in the A Shau Valley hard by 
the Laotianboreer. The target 
was North Vietnamese troops 
25 to 30 miles southwest of Hue, 
who reportedly are targeted 
against the former imperial 
capital. 


Along the Cambodian border 


half a dozen of the Stratofort- 
resses attacked troops of two 
North Vietnamese 
regiments 


that have been assaulting the 
district town of Tuyen Binh and 
the provincial capital of Moc 
Hoa.

In the only local race in the county, County Judge Finis Odom squeaked by his 
opponent Carter Sutton, county assessor, by a mere 74 votes. 


McClellan collected 3,599 votes locally, compared to Pryor's total of 2,476. In 


the June 30 preferential primary, McClellan got 3,320 and Pryor settled with 
2,680.

campaign, McClellan led Pryor 
241,712 to 222,959 in virtually 
complete returns from 2,592 
precincts. 


McClellan, seeking a sixth 


six-year term—a term he savs 
will be his last, faces token op- 
position in the general election 
from Republican Wayne Bab- 
bitt, a veterinarian who has 
never sought a major office be- 
fore. 


"I am humble in victory," 


McClellan told rioutously happy 
supporters in his victory state- 
ment. He said he had relaxed 
during the day, confident oi 
victory in a race one pollster 
said was too close to call. An-

"I could not believe 
the 


people would repudiate

record I have tried to make," 
said McClellan, who capitalized 
on his Senate seniority and

paign. He rebuked Pryor as a 
congressman with virtually no 
record, a lawmaker who had 
passed only one bill, that to 
benefit a large corporation. 


Pryor, who gave up a "safe" 


seat in Arkansas' 4th District to 
seek promotion to the Senate, 
told his crestfallen supporters, 
"I took a big chance. No one 
urged rne to do it. I have no 
regrets about it." 


The young congressmen, who 


had won three terms in the Ar- 
kansas House and three in the 
U.S. House in a 12-year career, 
said he was making his first 
concession speech. 


McClellan's campaign work- 


ers maintained that the sena- 
tor's criticism of Pryor's finan- 
cial support from organized la- 
bor elements outside Arkansas 
and poor showing in a televised 
debate with the senator Sunday 
turned the tide in the runoff. 
They conceded that an all-out 
effort to get out the vote at the 
county level was a key factor 
in the victory.

Hatfield winner 
in 3rd District

Guy Hatfield of Rogers, a 65- 


year-old retired actor, won the 
Democratic 
nomination 
for 


Congress in Arkansas' Third 
District Tuesday with a solid 
runoff victory over Howard 
Guess Cain Jr. of Huntsville in 
a race of newcomers to politics. 


Hatfield will face Rep. John 


Paul Hammerschmidt, a Re- 
publican, in the November gen- 
eral election. Hammerschmidt, 
seeking a fourth term, was 
unopposed for the GOP nomi- 
nation. 


Hammerschmidt will be a 


prohibitive favorite in the gen- 
eral election. He has accumu- 
lated broad-based bi-partisan 
support in the district since he 
upset jep. James W. Trimble in 
196fi. 


With 668 of 672 precincts in 


the 21-county district reported, 
Hatfield had 53,178 votes and 
Cain had 47,247. A third candi- 
date, Milton Emerson Stolberg 
of Awayton, was elimiated in 
the preferential primary May 
30. 


Cain took an early lead as 


votes were tabulated Tuesday 
night, but Hatfield surged in 
front when the bulk of the Se- 
bastian County vote came in. 
Sebastian County went for Hat- 
field by a margin of 10,453 to 
6.109. 


Besides Sebastian, Hatfield 


carried Benton, Carroll, Craw- 
ford, Franklin, Garland, oh- 
nson, 
Ixigan, 
Monmgomery, 


Perry, Pope, Polk, Scott and 
Washington counties. Cain car- 
ried Baxter, Boone, Madison, 
Marion, Newton and Searcy 
counties. 
Wallace 
hopes on 
'deadlock' 


SILVER SPRING, Md. (AP) 


— Alabama Gov. George C. 
Wallace has pinned his hopes 
on a deadlocked convention and 
the support of other governors 
to boost him into a spot on the 
Democratic ticket, says his 
campaign manager. 


"He's going to call on all his 


colleagues—Southenigovernors 
and other governors—and ask 
them to support him," cam- 
paign chief Charles F. Snider 
told a news conference Tues- 
day. 


Wallace is "more confident 


than I've ever seen him," Sni- 
der said after a strategy ses- 
sion at Holy Cross Hospital, 
where the governor is recuper- 
ating from gunshot wounds. 


Wallace's campaign for the 


Democratic presidential nomi- 
nation was interrupted when he 
was shot May 15 at a campaign 
rally, but Snider said the cam- 
paign goes on. 


"We can't see at this time 


any contender getting the nomi- 
nation on the first or even the 
second ballot," Snider said. 
"We felt all along if it goes 
past the first ballot. Wallace 
has the best chance. There's no 
way the Democrats can win 
against an incumbent president 
without George C. Wallace on 
the ticket."

tory were the effort to get out a 
big vote, success at making 
"anti-Pryor" voters of persons 
enamored of neither candidate, 
the "mess of trash" letters and 
possibly, the big television de- 
bate. 


They also think Pryor mis- 


takenly sat on his hands in the 
first few days after the first 
primary when he had the 
momentum going his way. 


Analysts of McClellan's cam- 


paign feel that, among persons 
unhappy at the prospect of vot- 
ing for either candidate, it be- 
came more palatable to vote 
for the senator because of the 
allegations that Pryor was obli- 
gated to labor and had been in- 
effective as a legislator. 


In addition, McClellan's alle- 


gations that Pryor 
opposed 


prayer and supported busing 
and amnesty for draft evaders, 
all denied by the congressman, 
"convinced those who should 
have been for McClellan in the 
first place to vote for him," 
said an aide, who did not want 
to be identified.

broke, there was no word in the 
newspapers about conflict of in- 
terest, wealth or age versus 
youth," said the aide.

Tuesday night who claimed the 
debate had an influence in the 
election, and said he trapped 
Pryor into it. The congressman 
had issued the challenge for the 
debate. 


"In polities, when you go out 


challenging and challenging, 
you may make a mistake," the 
senator said. "They didn't want 
the debate, but they didn't 
think I would accept. I pre- 
tended to be reluctant until 
they were too far out on a limb 
to back up." 


The McClellan aide said that 


"if there were any votes of any 
consequence" to get out of the 
debate, "we got them." 


"We gained momentum part- 


ly because of our work and 
partly because Pryor let us," 
he said.

vision, often accused of luring 
the public away from reading, 
really is one of the best friends 
of publishers. Authors appear 
on talk shows and discussion 
sessions, contribute their ex- 
pertise and in exchange plug 
their books. 


But publishers are worried 


now because some of their best 
showcases are disappearing. 


David Frost quits at season's 


end. Dick Cavett may not sur- 
vive beyond October. The book 
publishing business is largely 
concentrated in New York and 
Johnny Carson has moved to 
Hollywood. Merv Griffin, al- 
ready in California, doesn't use 
authors very often these days. 


A top program in most pub- 


lishers' book is NBC's "Today 
Show." 


"Today's", book editor, Jane-; 


Murphy, estimates that three * 
or four authors are interviewed 
weekly. 


"Dick Cavett likes authors 


and almost every one enjoys 
appearing 
on 
"The 
Mike 


Douglas Show' because they 
are treated well," said one pub- 
lisher's representative. The oth- 
er shows are good breaks for 
the book. But Frost or Carson 
often get so involved with ear- 
lier guests that the author 
doesn't get on the show after 
sitting offstage for hours. 


Jean Booth, in charge of 


booking Doubleday authors on 
shows, recalls with a shudder a 
couple of nights when Thor He- 
yerdahl and Jacques 
Yves 


Cousteau, both writers of stat- 
ure, never made it to stage 
center after long waits. They 
were not amused. 


"I think Arthur Hailey really 


sold his first book, 'Hotel,' by 
his television appearances," 
she said. "It was his person- 
ality and then when people 
read the book they liked it." 


"Today's" Miss Murphy said 


that she has recently felt in- 
creased pressures from publish- 
ers to book their authors on the 
show and felt it was due to few- 
er outlets available in New 
York. 


"We don't know if we sell 


books because we really don't 
feel the response," she said 
"I've been told, however, that a 
good guest will result in per- 
haps an extra printing of a 
book." 


Miss Murphy depends on the 


publishers' representatives for 
help in picking authors

Privies may be 


problem of Miama 


MIAMI BEACH, Fla. (AP) - 


Privies, not police, may prove 
to be the biggest problem for 
the 100,000 protesters expected 
at this summer's national polit- 
ical conventions, says the man 
responsible for public sanitation 
facilities. 


"We project that we'll need 


about 500 portable toilets—min- 
imum—to provide facilities for 
a crowd of 100,000 campers" 
said John Eckoff of the Dade 
County Public Health Depart- 
ment. 


"Even with 
500 portable 


Johns, that would allow each 
person only six minutes a day 
on a 24-hour-a-day basis," Eck- 
off said. "They'll have to line 
up for blocks during the day- 
time when everybody's up and 
about. I can guarantee you that 
nobody's going to get a chance 
to do much reading." 


Eckoff said Tuesday that it 


would cost about $115,000 to 
provide and service 500 port- 
able toilets from the July 10 
opening of the Democratic Na- 
tional Convention to the end of 
the Republican National Con- 
vention Aug. 23. 


A coalition of protest groups 


including the Yippies, Gay Lib- 
eration Front, Vietnam Veter- 
ans Against the War and South- 
ern Christian I-eadership Con- 
ference has asked the city to 
provide camping space for 100, 
000 nondelegates for the six- 
week period. 


"It wouldn't be so bad 
if 


these protesters were only go- 
ing to be here for a few days," 
Eckoff said, "but we'll have 
them around for a month or six 
weeks. An awful lot of health 
problems can develop in that 
time " 


"Some of them are going to 


be doing their own cooking, and 
we know that could mean out- 
breaks of intestinal diseases, 
he said. "Now suppose 15.000- 
that's only 15 per cent- voine 
down with the Gls i diarrhea > 
What are we going to do'1" 


Eckoff said the city also 


could face a major problem 
with water and food supplies 
for the protesters 


"Another thing we're worr\- 


ing about is garbage." Eckoff 
said "It's going to take more 
trash cans and more manpower 
to haul away garbage from the 
campsites, 
otherwise

new federal law requiring 1.5 
million men and women on wel- 
fare to register for work or job 
training is expected to have 
minimal impact on the nation's 
swollen welfare rolls. 


High unemployment and a 


tight federal budget are ex- 
pected to limit the impact of 
Workfare, the only portion of 
President Nixon's welfare re- 
form bill to become law to 
date. 


About 140,000 able-bodied wel- 


fare fathers will find them- 


selves automatically signed up 
by local welfare agencies be- 
fore the law takes effect July 1. 
Hundreds of thousands of wel- 
fare mothers will be added to 
the list as their recertification 
date comes up in the next six 
months. 


But fewer than half are likely 


to be called in for appraisal in- 
terviews afterward. Those most 
likely to be placed in jobs with- 
out further training will be 
called whenever an opening oc- 
curs.

schoolers, adults caring for 
someone else at home, young- 
sters over 16 attending school 
fulltime, wives of registered 
men and anyone living more 
than one hour away from an 
approved project.

RAPID CITY, S.D. (AP) - 


"And 
our brother has gone to 


rest." 


With these words and others 


like them, survivors of the Rap- 
id City flood resume today bur- 
ying the more than 200 persons 
who died in the savage rush of 
water that left 3,000 homeless 
and caused damages estimated 
at more than $100 million. 


The burials will go on for a 


week and there will be several 
similar to Tuesday's ritual for 
Henry Hausmann, 75; his son, 
Donald, 45, and his daughter, 
Doris, 40. 


There was no funeral proc- 


ession of cars. The survivors 
among Rapid City's 43,000 resi- 
dents are looking for shelter, 
food and those still missing. 


Meanwhile, the Red Cross, 


Salvation Army and a dozen 
federal agencies were begin- 
ning the reconstruction of the 
disaster areas on both sides of 
Rapid Creek, the stream which 
spewed the devastating waters 
about midnight Friday. 


City councilmen empowered 


the Army Corps of Engineers to 
begin demolition of the rubble 
of 700 houses and 300 mobile 
homes. Another 1,000 houses 
and 300 mobile homes were 
damaged. 


Food and clothing were avail- 


able for all persons whose 
houses were lost. Civilian vol- 
unteers 
and 
2,500 National 


Guardmen continued searching 
for bodies believed hidden in 
the silt and debris. Some bodies 
have been washed far down- 


stream and may not be recov- 
ered, officials said. 


At Sturgis, 25 miles north of 


Rapid City, Army engineers 
fought to prevent a dam from 
collapsing and spilling a 20-foot 
wall of water on that commu- 
nity of 4,500.

Why doesn't Nixon 
talk with newsmen? 
Don't be so dumb! 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - 


President Nixon's domestic af- 
fairs adviser says one reason 
the President has few news 
conferences is that newsmen 
ask dumb questions. 


"He doesn't get very good 


questions at a press conference, 
frankly," said John D. Ehrlich- 
mann. "He goes in there for a 
half hour and gets a lot of flab- 
by and fairly dumb questions 
and it doesn't really elucidate 
very much. 


"I've seen him many times 


come off one of those things 
and go back in and say, 'Isn't it 
extraordinary 
how poor 
the 


quality of the questions are?'" 


Asked during an interview 


taped Tuesday for showing on 
KNBC television Saturday why 
Nixon has had only one news 
conference this year, he said, 
"He's been very busy, and he 
communicates with the Ameri- 
can people in a lot of different 
ways." 


In a typical news conference, 


Ehrlichmann said, "You have 
MO people jumping up and yel- 
ling, 'Mr. President,' and all 
that kind of thing and it just 
isn't a very useful way of com- 
municatinp, with the American 
people ... 


"I think some of them may 


be preoccupied with their own 
interests or their bureaus may 
have fed them 
things that 


they're asked to ask, but the 
long and short of it is that you 
don't get very much out of it.

No one ever heard about 


the principle 
of restricted 


choice in the days of auction 
or in the first days of con- 
tract, but Oswald Jacoby, a 
few other Americans and a 
few Europeans discovered it 
in the early '30s. 


It is rather hard to under- 


stand but by now has become 
part of every expert's kit of 
plays. 


South is not happy with the 


dummy. He has to lose the 
ace of diamonds and must 
avoid the loss of a trump 
trick if he wants to make his 
contract. The odds are defi- 
nitely against him. 


He p l a y s the king of 


spades and West drops the 
jack. If West failed to drop 
the jack South would have 
no choice but to try to break 
the suit 2-2 but now he has 
a chance to finesse. 


He should not finesse on 


the rule of "eight ever, nine 
never," but this is a differ- 
ent case. If West held queen- 
jack he might well h a v e 
played the queen. If he held 
the singleton jack he had no 
choice. 


Assuming West is the sort 


of player who is equally like- 
ly to play the jack or the 
queen w h e n he has the 
choice, the odds in favor of 
a finesse are almost nine to 
five. Those are pretty good 
odds and the finesse is clear- 
ly indicated. 


Of course, if West always 


plays jack from queen-jack 
the drop play is going to be 
better; while if West always 
plays 
queen 
from 
queen- 


jack the finesse is going to 
be a sure thing. 


There aren't many players 


who always make the same 
play so the general rule here 
is to finesse.

In general, individuals who 
avoid eating excess numbers 
of 
calories 
and e x c e s s 


amounts of fat in their diet 
are healthier than most of 
the rest of the general popu- 
lation if they don't overdo it. 


It is true that the body 


needs a variety of sources 
for 
protein. Studies 
have 


been 
done, however, that 


show that the body can get 
by on proteins from gelatin 
(which is an animal product) 
and the protein from wheat. 
It is usually better for the 
health to be sure that the 
body gets a variety of types 
of proteins. Some non-meat 
sources include the dairy 
products (and if you need to 
restrict the saturated fat in- 
take, you would want to use 
non-fat 
and 
low-fat 
dairy 


products such as 
fortified 


skim milk and uncreamed 
cottage cheese). The whites 
of eggs are a particularly 
good source of protein. The 
mature seeds of the bean 
family usually contain a lot 
of protein. Soy beans are a 
principal source of proteins 
in the vegetarian diet. They 
are relatively rich in protein. 
People who don't eat meat, 
fish, or chicken need to know 
a lot more about diet than 
some young people following 
harmful fads do.

like to know if bleeding from 
the rectum can be the symp- 
tom of something more seri- 
ous than just a very bad 
case of hemorrhoids.

It is exception- 
ally important that everyone 
recognize that bleeding from

In some in- 
stances, it is the first sign 
of cancer of the rectum 
al- 


though there are many other 
causes for it including hem- 
orrhoids. No case of bced- 
ing from hemorrhoids, how- 
ever, 
should 
be 
ignored. 


Each one deserves a medical 
examination because what is 
thought to be hemorrhoids 
may even turn out to be can- 
cer There is only one recom- 
mendation that I can pos- 
sibly make to people with 
this'problem: seek a medical 
examination as soon as pos- 
sible. There is no other rea- 
sonable alternative.
